The Spring Quarter Libary Board Meeting was held on April 20, 
1982 with Faye Grayson presiding. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read and approved. Virginia Wells reported 

a balance off hand of $2,271.34. Faye has reserved a’ space 
for our Fali Festival book sale. Billie Brown reported the 
copying machine was no longer repairable and needed to be 
disposed of.

Billie Brown reported $235.90 total nade SP" tne hook sale 
at the Fall Festival. Some of this money was used to 
purchase Christmas magazines. The copy machine needed re- 
pair. The service man recommended repairing and using it 
rather than obtaining a new one. The Watkinsville Librarv 
had 411 readers on the summer program. 


Frances Burgess reported a good reading club with 25 chiléren 
participatinao. She requested that the lightina fixtures in 

the Bogart Library be replaced. Frances will check with the 
Mayor and Council about helping with this and also have Georgia 
Power recommend what is needed. A change of hours was requested 
for the Booart Branch. 


Miss Austin reported: Koes

2. The Bogart Library has been inventoried by staff from 
the Regional Library. All the branches will. he inven- 
toried. 

3. In the 1983 state budoet, grants to the library svstems 
have been cut. The branches will feel it in a cut in 
materials. 


Watkinsvdlle Library requested a 4,000 card roladix. Also 
shelving to match existing shelves: five magazine slantina 
sections, five 10 in. flat shelves, ten & in. shelves at a 
total expense of $475.25. This includes’ shippino anc instal- 
lation. RBocart requested a paper-hack rack to hold 330. hooks 
at $90.30... This total expenditure of $565.75 was approvec hv 
the board. 


Peqgy Lowrey recuested the use of the library board's map to 
print in the Cconee Enterprise to show the location of the 
land fill. This was approved with the proviso that it also 
tell where the maps can be purchased.
